Village Attorney Edward £ 
Jacobs said tho building would be 
constructed on 1% acres arid 
would, run from 8 to 10 stories de- 
pending on the numbg r of units 
should the project eventually bo 
approved by the Federal govern- j 
merit . '-:,-'■ 

"This would not: be~a-privale 
project," Jacobs said. "It would 
be construcctd, maintained and 
operated— by— a— proper— federal 
agency." 

One of tho pitfalls of such a 
project, Jacobs pointed out, Is. the 
possibility of "ah undesirable ele- 
ment" settling in the community. 
' "We can 'set the standards of 
occupancy," Jacobs said. "For 
example, a requirement would be 
that persons applying for, space in 
the development must have lived 
in Antioch for two years and havo 
an income not-more than $3,800 a 
year."

New Type 

(Fifth In a series of articles 
on the significance of local gov- 
ernment, today. This, one poses 
some interesting thoughts on 
"local" government In metro- 
politan areas.) 

Local government with a mi- 
graine headache is big city gov- 
ernment. 

But is big city government real- 
ly local? 

When you look at big- city gov- 
ernment today you can find it to 
be more massive and more com- 
plex than was the government of 
the United States less than 100 
ycaTs ago. 

Today, most metropolitan gov- 
ernments cannot cope with the 
multiple problems they face: peo- 
ple problems, money problems, 
management problems, education- 
al problems, : racial problems, 
crime problcriis. 

Yet, master planners of. a "ujp-w 
federalism" suggest that a sys- 
tem of metro government is the 
solution to local governmental 

ills!' , 

Perhaps the solution is exactly 
tho opposite. • " 

Perhaps the concept of true 
local; government needs to ;be iu- 
jeeted' into cities, with a system 
patterned after the. concept of 
township, government;. Then big 
city govcr 'nmcnfwould be return- 
•cd to the- people. And frorii tho 
people action would be generated 
to : solve - the problems . which big 
cities, ;face. -; ''',, 1 ; 1 ,' ;;' ! ' ) -;■

localities, just' as there are coun- 
ties, townships, municipalities

Vet, centralized metropolitan 
government gives relatively little 
responsibility or authority for lo- 
calities within it -to -solve, their 
problems. Yes, they have their 
representatives in the city coun- 
cil, but a big city alderman has 
a small voice in the operation of 
his government. ^Especially so if 
he is in the "out" party. 

The people in a big city have 
relatively little to say about 
their government. . They cannot 
control- the. operation of their lo 
entities. Their primary contact 
with government is a precinct 
captain. Everything that happens 
around them functions through 
political organizations subservient 
to a big ciy machine, City hall is 
mighty powerful, and. how, often 
can they fight it? 

A national magazine once com- 
pared Chicago government with 
that of Russia. It concluded that 
Russian people had more to say 
about what was going on in their 
country than did the people of 
Chicago exercise a voice in their 
government. \ j 

..Any largo metropolitan area 
has this, problem. Even smaller 
cities' experience it. The rights of 
the people decltne^'jYqc^om^'are 
not necessarily lost",: but become 
Ineffectual. "Pcbplcr- feel lost and 
helpless — become ' frustra(ed, 
discontented; and disturbed. ^ 

Without a local government to 
help them, some sections ' of big 
cities sprout gangs as an alterna- 
tive. And without political respon- 
sibility as their tool/ such gangs 
rely upon; friction .and iforce to 
achieve their goals. : •:; : v- !

If local "town" governments, 
were established within big cities,' . 
this .would inject the responsibili- 
ty that is now. missing. -People 
would begin to care about what

Tax Refunds 
Deta 
By Errors 

Early Federal income tax re- 
turns indicate that many taxpay? 
crs are making errors in claim- 
ing adjustments to their income 
which may delay their refunds, 
the Internal Revenue Service an- 
nounce?). 

..-The. term. ■ "Adjustments," as 
used on the tax form, refers- only 
to ' Kick pay, moving expenses, 
employee business expenses, .and 
payments to . self-employment, re- 
tirement plans. The. total of these 
items is entered, on line 15B of 
the .Form 1040. 

Some taxpayers are incorrectly 
reporting on line 15B, the total 
of their itemized deductions such 
as interest expense, state and 
local taxes, .contributions, medi- 
cal," or miscellaneous expenses. 
These "deductions should he com- 
puted and entered on' the appro-, 
priate schedules as provided in 
the instructions. 

The IRS ,said that taxpayers 
are making mistakes by includ- 
ing as adjustments, the^exemp^ 
Hon allowances for themselves, 
husbands or wives, children, br 
other dependants. For taxpayers 
who use the tax table to com- 
pute their tax, the exemption al- 
lowance is already figured into, 
the- table. Taxpayers who iise the 
tax rate schedules should make 
their computation on Schedule T, 
which is included in the regular 
tax packet. '. 

To avoid errors in claiming ad- 
justments, the IRS suggested that 
taxpayers read the instructions 
carefully and make sure they 
have .attached the proper sup- 
porting documents.
